Fourthly, the anoynting him 3 and the laſt a& that perteRs all, is the 
making of him King. The joy of the Subjc& is expreflcd two wayes ; 
Firſt, ourward!y by clapping of rheir hands ; and ſecondly, both in- 
wardly and outwardly, by praying for him, and ſaying, Ged ſate the 
King. Thus you have the ſeveral ſtages of rhis rext ; I call them fo, 
becauſe I intend to run through them withall the convenient ſpecd I 
can, beginning with che firſt general, the Kings Coronation, and 
thercin the firit particular, the Prologue ( as it were) to che Actof his 
Coronation, Ard he brov2ht forth the Kings ſ"2---- 

Where rwo things are very inquirablc ; Firlt, who this Kings ſon 
was 3 ſccondly,who it was that brought him forth 3 thus Kings ſon was 
Toaſh, ſon to A'aziah King of Judah, and grandchid ro the good King 

Zehſuphat, v-ho had mil-marched Lis fon Jehoram unco Athaliab dauvgh- 
cr of Abas King of Iiracl 3 there is nothing more dangerous then to 
be marched intoa wicked Family; this relation too often draws in a 
ibarc both of {inand puniſhment; the event ſeals the truth bþcrcot ; 
for voung Abaziah ( after the dearh of his Farher Jehcram ) was fcarce 
warme in his throne , but rhe abominable 1mprctic's and crueltics of 
that accurſed Family of Aha%, were called ro an acconpr,*ccording to 
3 he2T, Coo phe propheſics of F lia's; Nat alsblood mult be revenecd, and Abaziah 
2 K.5.c. by an unhappy and unſ.-aſonable vifit of his Cotin Jeha-am King of 
1ſ-4*1, ſharcs thercinzfor Jehy ſlew them both, as the ſtory will inform 
you. Abab had fold timiclt ro work wickednets, bur 1.is poltcrity 
mutt rue the bargain 3 not only his lineal bur collatcral deſcent; his 
Fricnds and Alites fare the worle for it 3 now it 15 not unlikely bur thar 
Abaz'ab( viſiting his coin Jehs7am) had committed the ſway of his 
Sceptcr unto his mother Athal:ah ; ſic hearing of the dcathof Aþa- 
ziah and bis brethren by the heavy hand of Jehu, preſently caſts abcnt 
for the Kingdom of Jda'; the true heirs were infants; their minority 
gave her both colour of rule,and opportunity of an eaſie exrirpation ; 
hcrcupon ſhe deſtroyes a!l the Kings ſecd ; bur Jehoſhet ab daughter 
of Kins Joram,and fiſter ro Ahazzah, rook Teaſh the ſoh of Abaziat, 


and 
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and ſtole him from amongſt che Kings ſons that frould be ſlain, both 
him and his nurſe, keeping them in the bed-chamber, and they hid 
him from Athalzah, ſo that he was nor ſlain; and he was with her hid 
in the houſe of the Lord fix years, and: Athaliah did reign over the 
Land, as it is in the former part of the Chapter. Thus you ſee who 
this young King was, that was ſo miraculouſly preſerved for fix years 
ſpace, and atrerwards brought forth and ſeated upon his Fathers 


chrone. 
The ſecond thing inquirable, is,who it was that brought him forth; 
and that was Jehoja4a the Prictt 5 who( bythe wiſe providence of God) 
was marricd unto Jehoſhetadaughter to Jehoram King of Judah. and 
ſiſter to Abaz/ah, now this match gave the good Lady opportunity and 
not without extraordinary danger of her own life, ro ſave the lite of 
her Nephew Joaſh;and good 7ehojada becomes a Loyal Guardian to 
the King, and now finds time to ſct on foot the juſt ricle of Foaſh, and 
ro put him into the uſurped throne of his father Ahaz:ab. In the 
ſeventh year cherefore he ſends for the Captains and the Guard ( as 
the former part of the Chapter tclls you ) and having ſworn them) ſe- 
creſie, by undoubred witneſles preving untothem the truch of rheir 
native Prince, thus happily reſcued from the knife of his mercileſſe 
grand-morher, thereupon he marſhalleth the grear buſineſs of his in- 
augurarion,gives —_ one his charge, ſcrs every one in his ſtation,and 
ſo diſpoſeth of his forces, as was moſt needful for rhe ſafery of the 
King , the revenge of che Ulurper, the prevention of tumules, and 
the eſtabliſhing of the Crown upon the owners head in peace and joy. 
Here were none of all theſe Agents,whether Prieſts or people, bur did 
hold the bafineſſe to be his own; every true Subje& cf Judah was feel- 
ingly intereſſcd in this ſervice, neicher was there any of them,who had 
not a hearts burning to the hateful government of Athalia", that Idola- 
© trous Tyrannefle 3 and now this inward fire is gladto fird a vent and 
cheerfully they addrefſe themſclves ro this welceme imployment 3 all 
things are now ready tor his ſolemnity, every one Jongs ro ſee the 
face of their long corcealed Soveraign, and vowes this blood to the 
vindication of rhe common Liberty, and to the puniſhment of a cruel 
intruder 3 now Jehoja4ab brings forth the Kings ſon, and preſents him 
to the Peers and people. 
Theſecond At in the Text, is, the Cong him, and be Lrouzht 
2 fer.b 
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forth the Kings ſon, and put the crown upon him, This is anancient Cere- 
mony both amonsg(t Jewes and Gentiles; Hefter when ſhe was choſen 
Queen in the roum of Yaſti, Abaſuerw ſer the crown of the kingdom 


upon her head, as the higheſt honour that could be done her; and as 


it is honourable,ſo it is inſtruRive alſo the crown wherewith Jeaſh was 
adorned,ſignified the glory and majeſty which ſhould both encourage 
and attend his Princcly carcs. 

The third right of the Coronation,was the delivering him the Law; 
He gave him the Teſt:mory. In the 25. of Exodw, 16, verle , God faics 
to Moſes. Thou ſhalt put into the Arkthe Tef1mony which 1 will grve thee, 
whercby is mcant ke tables of the Law only, and not the por of 11a:- 
za and Aarons rod alfo ( as ſome Expoſitors think ) for although theſe 
two were in ſome ſence a Teſtimony alſo unto Ifrae),as the port of Man- 
na teſtiſyed unto them how God miraculouſly fed chem in the Wil- 
dcrnefle, and Aarozs rod teſtityed thar the tribe of Leuculurped nor 
that calling, bur were thercin appointed of God ; yer: the tables of 
the Law were ſpecially called the Teſtimony, becauſe they reccived 
thoſe precepts of God, and promiſed obedience ; by the Teſtimony 
then here in the text, is meant the two tables of the Law which Teho- 
144 ah gave umo the young King, whereby was ſignified the divine 
rules and dirc&tions whereto he mult frame his heartand actionsin the 
weilding of rhat Crown which he had pur upon him. 

The fourch ceremony of the Coronation,was,the anointing him; this 
is likewiſe an ancient Coronation right; all the Kings ot 2ſ7ael, good 
and bad,were wort to bc anointedFand this ceremony ( as the two for- 
mer ) was likewiſe inſtructive; the Oy! Wwh&ewith Jehojada anointed 
the young King, ſignified his deſignation to that high ſcrvice, and 
thoſe endowments from heaven , that might enable lim ro ſo grearx 
a funQion ; thus are all the Rites of the Coronation accompliſhed, be- 
fore this young King could know what was done to him ( for he was 
but ſeven years old ) he was anoynted, crowned, preſented with the 
Teſtimony of the Law; all which ceremonies ( as you have heard ) 
wcre inſtruQive 3 and no doubr Tehojada failed not ro comment upon 
them in due time to that royal Pupil; in a word, theſe three,the Oyle, 
the Crown, the Teſtimony, rhar is, inward powcr and outward mag- 
pificence, true Piety and juſtice makeup a perfc& Prince; none of 
eheſe may be wanting, lt there be nor a due calling of God, and _ 
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of learning and other endowments ſutable to that greatneffe , the oyle 
fails. And therefore Lewis the eleventh of Fraxce, was none of the 
deepeſt Polititians who cauſed his ſon Charles the eight ro be brought 
up at Ambozs without any literature at all (as Gwiccrardim obſerves ) 
his facher would have him learne no more Latine then this ſentence, 
04 reſcit diſſumulareneſcit reanare; he that knows not how to diflemble, 
knows uot how to rule; but #/:/iam the Conquerour was of another 
mind; for bcing conſcious to himſelf of his own defe& in ſome points 
for want of learning,cid exhort his children oftentimes to learning 
with this blunt exprefſion, Ar unlearned Prince is acrowned afſe; which 
ſpecch rook ſodeep impreſſion in his fon Hepry , that he became the 
Bea-cle1k of that age. Again it there be nor majeſtick grace and roy- 
alry that may command rcverence,the crown is miſſing; it there be nox C*mvCen 
a careful rcſpe& ro the Law of God as the abſolute guide of all coun-"** 
ſcls and determinations, the Teſtimony is negle&ed; all of them con- 
curring make borh Xing and People happy. 

Thus you ſee with how ſwitt a pace I have run through the former
